At 
this point tho Mississippi Is fully seven 
miles wido, und within the range of vision 
ono vnst expense of water greats the oye. 
The area of forming lands in tho Missour 
bottoms thai is submerged is estimated at 
73,000 acres, and a continuance of tbe flood 
will re.tilt in an opproximste loss to the 
farming community or thnt region ot at 
least SHOO, (100. A high wind Is prevailing 
to-day, which caused tbo wuvos to wash 
openings in tho Warsaw lcv.e, which at- 
fonls protection to some 80,000 acres o 
fortilo Illinois lnnd.

Tbehb was an act of relief for delinquent 
taxpayers to tbe State passed at the very 
close of the session of tbe Legislature 
whloh Is not very generally know to those 
Interested. It Is chapter 1,547, approved 
May 4. 1888, and entitled: "An act for the 
benefit of all persons whose lands have 
been sold for taxes prior to the year 
1887." Section one allows the redemp- 
tion of the delinquent property by tbe 
payment of tbe original tax, together 
witb 6 per cent Interest per annum 
from date of sale until paid, and all 
costs and expenses paid by the Btato 
or county for tho advertisement and 
salo of such property. Bection two 
makes the provisions of tbe act apply to 
county tuxes as well aa to State. Section 
three aaya the auditor's agent shall col- 
loot tbe State taxes, where thoro Is an 
auditor's agent, and with tbe conaent of 
the county court also coltoot tho county 
taxes; and for his services he shall be al- 
lowed a foe of fifty cento for each Individ- 
ual tax-payer; and tbe agent shall olso 
collect from each tax-payer thirty cento 
for clerk of the county court for making 
the entry of release. In counties where no 
auditor's agent hts boon appointed, tho 
clerk of tho county court shnll col- 
lect these taxes aud be allowod tho 
same fee prescribed for the auditor's 
agent; but In either caso the auditor'* 
agent or c'.erk shnll notify each deliuqueut 
taxpayer of the provlalons of this act 
through the mall*. All laws inconsistent 
with the act are declared repealod. Sec- 
tion four makes It take effect Immediately 
after lis passage. This Is a large concea- 
s on to the delinquent taxpayera, as tho 
interest and penalty In force until tho 
passage of the act mentioned, was just 
enough to make it double the full amount 
of the original tax every three years. Of 
course tbe bill applies only to taxes pre- 
vious to 1887 and npt to the delinquents for 
1887 and suoh as may appear t hereafter.

THE COMMON pL'HOOL LAW. 

A Review of some of the Changes 
made by the Last legislature. 

The Bill amending tl.e Common 
School Laws of Kentllcky which 
was passed by the last General As- 
sembly, is in many icspects calcu- 
lated to greatly be.ter the common 
school system of our date, and will 
do much toward helpfng Kentucky 
10 take rank along with her sister 
States in point of int'lligence. 

The Harrodsbuig Democrat con- 
dernn^ the bill solely on the grounds 
that ifconteraplates a uniform series 
of questions throughout tk-9 State, 
prepared and sent out by the State 
Board under seal to County Super- 
intendents ; and goes on to state 
that a satisfactory examination 
cannot be made from one set of 
questions, even if Solomon himself 
were the framer ot them. I take 
the liberty to say to the Democrat 
that the common school system in 
Kentucky proposes ' to give to its 
citizens the advantages only to be 
derived from a common school ed- 
uca^on, and does not in any de- 
gree propose to graduate its future 
citjzens in all orthe Isms and Olo- 
gies ; and I can see no good reason 
why a set of questions contemplat- 
ing a test of my knowledge of the 
common school branches in Law- 
rence County should not be an 
equal test in Mercer county or any 
other county of the State. And the 
State Ruperintendenj, knowing the 
character of the examinations held 
in the respective counties of the 
State, can form some adequate con- 
ception of the abijity of the teach- 
ers throughout the Commonwealth, 
when the grade of certificates that 
issue are forwarded to him |n the 
general report of County Superin- 
tendents, and thus knowing, ran 
come to some reasonable conclusion 
as to what is being accomp||shed 
here in the State of Kentucky, 
through the medium of her public 
schools, which have been wisely 
styled the people's colleges. 

The bill enlarges the duties of the 
County Superintendents, compels 
the attendance of feather* upon 
county Institutes, and provides for 
the monthly puymenf. of teachers; 
allows trustees to appoint their own 
collectors of tax, empoweri/.g si;id 
collectors to take by distraint; same 
as Sheriffs are now empowered to 
collect State revenue; provides for 
five months schools in all districts 
in the State pfter June 30th, 1889, 
and fixes five days upon which a'l 
examinations slut j I be held, viz: 
first Fridays in Ju|y, August, Sep- 
tember, November und January, 
and no examination shall be held 
at any other tjme whatever; doej 
away with State certificates and 
recognizes n<> diploma; compels 
district trustees J.<> build good and 
comfortable school houses, within 
six months after havjng been no- 
tified in writing so to d>« by the 
County Superintendent; iiiijj m^ny 
more changes, all of which are good, 
and, as I think, conducive to the 
genefa| welfare of the commijn 
school system throughout the stale j 
and we shal) hail With de.ight the 
time when teachers wil| be i.aid ac- 
cording to the grade of their certif- 
icates, and not make it ;) iuert( mat- 
ter of chance as <j> whither a first 
or n third c|ass teacher shall re- 
ceive the better wages.

Tho ceremonies were, under thn nil 
spicoa of the , Senate and >»-. n.Wv. Tho 
oration wan an eluniont eulogy of the char- 
actor of the dead an a imlitiral lawyer and 
a man. Tho s|ieukcr was at his Im-*1 aud 
his words wore lislenixl to by the groat 
audience with close attention. Colonel In- 
goraoll said: 

Ro.ooe Conkling— a grout man, an orator, a 
atilrtmsn. a lawyer, a distinguished cltlscn of 
the republic. In the xenith of his fame and 
power— has reached hit Journey's end. and we 
are mot here In the city of his birth to pay our 
tribute to his worth and work. Ho earned and 
hold a proud position In the public thought 
lie stood for Independence, for courage, and, 
above all, for absolute integrity, and his name 
was known and honored by many millions of 
his fellow men. 

Tho literature of many lands Is rich with the 
tiihulcs that gratitude, atlin ration and lore 
hare paid to the greut and honored dead. These 
tributes disclose the characters or nations, the 
Ideals of the human rare. In them we and tho 
estimates of grcatneis— the deeds and llrci 
that challenged praise and thrilled tho hearts of 
men. In the presence of death the good' mun 
Judges us be would be Judged. He knows that 
men are only frsgmonts, that the greatest walk 
In shadow, and that faults and failures mingle 
with the lives of alt. In the graves should be 
buried the prejudices and passions born of con- 
flict. Chanty should hold the scales In which 
are weighed the deods of men. Peculiari- 
ties, tra is born of locslity and .urround- 
Ingt— these are but tho dust of the rare: these 
are accidents, drapery, clothes, fashions, that 
have nothing to do with tho man except to 
hide his character. They are the clouds that 
cling to mountains Time gives in clearer vis- 
ion. That which was merely local fadot away. 
Tho words of envy are forgotten, and all there 
Is of sterling worth remains. He who was 
called a partisan is a patriot, Tho revolution- 
ist and the outlaw are the founders of nations, 
and be who was regarded us a scheming, selfish 
politician becomes a statesman, a* philoso- 
pher whose words and deods shed light. Fort 
unate is that nation great enough to know the 
great. When a great man d ei—onc who has 
nobly fought the battle of a lite, who has been 
faithful to every trust and has uttered his high- 
est, noblest thought; one who has Mood proudly 
by the right in spite of Jeer and taunt, ne'tber 
stopped by foe nor swerved by friend— In honor 
lag him. In speaking words of praise and lore 
above his dust, wo pny a tr.buto to ourselves. 
How poor this world would be without Its 
graves, without Hie memnrla. of Its mlghtv 
deadl Only the voiceless speak forever. Tatol- 
Itgence. inuntrity aad . oura** ar« too great 
pillar, thai sunnor ' • Si it Above all, the 
rtti should honor the

wl .1 mighty shoulders rest the great fabric 
ul the republic. Flatterers, cringe rs. crawlers, 
time-servers arc the dangerous citizens of 
a democracy. They who gain sp- 
plauae and power by pandering to the 
mistakes, the prejudices and passions of tho 
multitude are the cnemlos of liberty. When 
tho intelligent submit to the clamor of tho 
many, anurohy begioc, and the republic reach- 
et the edge of chaos. Mediocrity, touched 
with ambition, flatters the bate and culumnl- 
atcs the great, while tho true patriot, who will 
do neither, it often sacrificed. In a govern- 
ment of tho people a loader should bo 
a teacher— be should curry tho torch of truth. 
Most people arc the sluvcs of habit, followers 
of custom, believers of wisdom In thu putt: 
and were it not for bravo aud splendid souls 
a the dutt of antique time would lie unwept und 
mountainoua error bo too highly hcupod for 
truth to cvor peer.' Custom is u prison, locked 
and barred by Ibote who long ugo wero dust, 
the keys of whloh arc in the keeping of the 
dead. 

Nothing la grander than when a strong, In- 
trepid man breaks chains, levels walls and 
breasts tho many-hoadod mob like some groat 
cliff that meets and mocks tho lnnumciuulo 
billows of the sea The politician hastens to 
agree with tho majority— lnslsta that their 
prejudice!! patriotism, thut their ignorance is 
wisdom— not that ho lovos thorn, but becuuHC 
he lovei hltnself. The statesman— tho real re- 
former— polnu out the mistaken of tho multi- 
tude, attacks tho prejudices of his eouutrymon, 
laughs at their folltct, denounces their cruel- 
ties, enlightens and cnluiges tbeir minds, 
and educates tho conscience, not bocausu 
he loves himself, but because ho loves 
and servot the right und wishes to 
make hit country great and frou. With 
him defeat Is but a spur to further 
effort He who lcluses to stoop, who can not 
be bribed by tho promise of success, or the 
fear of failure, who walks tho hlguvay of the 
right, and In disaster standi erect is the only 
victor. Nothing is more despicable than to 
reach fame by crawling— position by cring- 
ing. When real hlttory shall be writ- 
ton by tbo . truthlul und tho wise, those 
men, these kncelort at tbo shrines ol 
chance und fruud, these brasoa Idols wor- 
thipped once as godi, will lie tho very food ol 
scorn, while those who bore tho burdon ot do- 
feat, who earned and kept tholr self-respect 
who would not bow to mun or men for place or 
power, will wear upon their brows the laurel 
mingled with the oak. 

Roseoe Conkling was a mun of superb cour- 
age. He not only acted wilb->ul fear, but he 
bad tbo fortlludu of toul thut bears tho conse,- 
Quenccs of tho course pursued without com- 
plaint. Hu was charged with being proud. The 
chargo was true— ho was proud. His knees were 
as Inflexible us tho " unwodgouhlo and gnarled 
oak," but he was not vuln. Vanity rests on tho 
opinion of others-pride on our own. Tho 
source of vanity Is from without— of pride from 
within. Vanity Is a vane thut turns, a willow 
that bendt with every breeze— pride is the oak 
that defies tho storm. One Is cloud, the other 
rook; one is weakness, the other strength. This 
Imperious mun entered public life In the dawn 
of the reformation— at a time when the country 
needed men of pride, principle and courage. 
Tho institute of slavery bnd poisoned ull the 
aprlngi of power. Before this crime ambition 
fell upon lit knees, politicians. Judges, clergy- 
men and merchant prlnoct bowed low and 
humbly, with tholr hats In their hands. The 
retl friend of man was denounced as the enemy 
of his country, tho real enomy of the human 
nice was called a statesman aud a patriot. 
Slavery wut the bond and pledge of peace, of 
union ami National greatness. TLe temple of 
American lilerty wart finished; the auctlou 
tjloek wat tbo corner-stone 11 is hard to 

- conceive of the uttor demoralization, of thn 
political blindness sad immorality, of the 
patriotlo dishonesty, of the cruelty und degra- 
dation of a peoplo who supplemented the in- 
oompurable Declaration of Independence with 
tho Fugitive Slave Law. Think of the honored 
etatcimcn of that Ignoblo time who wallowed 
in this inn e. and who, docoratcd with dripping 
filth, received the plaudits of their fellow mon. 
Tho noble, tho really patriotic, were the vie 
ttmt of mobs, and the shameless were clad in 
the robot of office. Hut let us speuk no word 
of blame; let us feel that each one acted uc- 
coriilag to his light— according to his darkness. 

At but the conflict caire. The host! of light 
and daikuesa propared to toeet upon the fluids 
of war. Tbo question was presented: Shall the 
Itopubllo be slave or free! The liopublicun par- 
ty had triumphed at the polls. Thn greulcst 
man In our history was President-elect. Tho vic- 
tors wero appalled— they ihrank from tho great 
responsibility of tucceis. In tho presence of re- 
bellion they hctltated— they oflercd to return 
the fruits of victory. Hoping to tvert war they 
woro willing that tlavery should become Im- 
mortal. An amendment to tho constitution 
wat proposed, to the effect thut no subsequent 
amendment thould over bo mode that In any 
«ay should Interfere with the right or 
man to steal hit fellow muu. This, the 
most marvelous proposition over sub- 
mitted to a Congress ot civilized men, received 
In tho Houso an overwhelming majority, and 
the necessary two-thlnls in the Senate. The 
Republican party, in tho moment ot Its tri- 
umph, deserted every prlnclplu for which it had 
to gallantly contended, and with the trembling 
bands df fear laid Its convictions ou the altar 
of compromise.

From that vote to the last moment of his 
life he wat a champion ot equal rights, stanch 
and stalwart From that moment ha ttood in 
tbo front rank. Ha never wavered and ho 
never awerved. By his devotion to 
principle, hit courage, the splendor of 
hit diction, by hit varied and profound 
knowledge, hit rouscientlout devotion so the 
great cause, and by hit intellectual scope and 
grasp he won and held the admiration of hla 
fellow men. Disasters In the field, reveries at 
the polls did not and oould not shake hit eour- 
agv or hit faith. He knew tho gbattly meaning 
of defeat Ho knew that the great ship that 
slavery tough! to strand and wreck wat 
freighted with the world't tubllmett hope. He 
battled for a Nation'! life, for the rights of 
slaves,, the dignity of labor and the liberty of 
alt He guarded with a falhcr'a care the rlgbte 
or tho hunted, the haled and dcaptsed. He 
attacked the savage statutes of the recon- 
structed Stales with a torrent of Invective, 
icorn and execration. He was not latlsfled 
until tho freedmaa waa an Amcrlcao cltlten. 
clothed with every etvil right until tho coniti- 
tution was hit ihield. until the ballot was his 
tword, and long after we are dead the colored 
n>nn in this and other landt will tpeak hla 
name in reverence and love. Others wavered, 
but ho stood firm; lome wore false, but ha 
wat proudly true— fearlessly faithful unto 
death. He gladly, proudly grasped the 
bund! of colored men who stood with 
him as makers ol our laws, and treated them 
ai equals aud at frleads. Tho cry of "social 
equality," coined ami uttered by tho cruel and 
the base, was to him the express on of t great 
und splendid truth. He knew that no man 
rau be tho equal of the one he robt; that 
tho Intelligent and unjtiil are not the luperlora 
of thu Ignorant and honest; and he also felt 
and proudly felt that if he was not too great to 
reach the band ot help and recognit on to tho 
slave no other Senator could rightfully refuse. 
We rise by raising othora, and be who stooia. 
altove the fallen stands erect • • • 

Koscoo Conkling was an absolutely honeat 
man. Houesty li the oak around which all 
other r.rtuea cling. Without that they fall, 
and grovollng die In weedt and dutt He be- 
lieved that a Natloa ihould dliehurge Its oh", 
gnllona. He knew that a promise could notRi 



made nUen enough oremphatlo enough to take 
the place of payment He folt that the 
promise of the Government waa tho 
promise or every cltlten— that a National 
obligation wai a personal debt and 
that no possible combination of words and 
plcturet could take the placo of cola. He ut- 
tered the splendid truth that "the htgher ob- 
ligation! among men are not set down in 
writing tlgnod and sealed, but reside 
in honor." Ho know that repudiation waa 
the tociiuce ot honor, tho death of tho 
Nutioaal soul. Ho knew that without 
character, without integrity, there li no 
wealth, and that below poverty, below bank- 
ruptcy. Is tbe rayless abyss or repudiation. He 
uphold the sacrednei! of contracts, of plighted 
Nat i. raith. utd helped to save and keep the 
honor of b<s native land. This adds another 
lauiel to hta brow. He was the idoal ropre- 
sentutlvc. rait h rul and incorruptible He be- 
lieved that hia constituent! aud hli country 
were eatft'od to the fruit of his experience, to 
hi! best ana highest thought No man ever 
held tbe standard of responsibility higher than 
he. He voted according to hit Judgment his 
contclrnrc. no made no bargains— ho ne ther 
bought nor so'd. To correct evila, abolish 
abutet and Inaugurate reforms, he believed 
was not only the duty but the privilege of a 
legislators. He noithcr sold nor mort- 
gaged himself. He was in Congress dur- 
ing the years of vast exi>endlture, of war and 
waste, when the credit of the Nation was 
loaned to Individuals, when cltlma were thick 
as loavo! in Juno, when tho amendment ot a 
statute, the change of a single word, meant 
millions, and when empires were given 
to corporations He stood at the sum- 
mit of bis power— peer or the greatest— 
a leader tried and trusted. Ho had 
the taste! of a Prince, the fortune of a i>cas- 
utit and yet bo never sworvod. No corpora- 
tion was great caough or rich enough to pur- 
chase him. .Hit vote could not bo bought "for 
all the sun tees, or the close earth wombs, 
or the profound toaa hldo." Hit hand was 
never touched by any bribe, and on hit 
toul there never waa a sordid slain. 
Poverty waa hli prtoeleii crown. Above 
hia marvelous intellectual girts, above all plnco 
ho uvcr reached, above tho crmlno he refuted, 
rises his integrity like somo great mountain 
peak, and there It stands, firm as the earth be- 
neath, pure at the stars above. 

The speaker then spoke ol Mr. Conkling ai a 
lawyer und an orator, in both of which charac- 
ters bo declared him to be without a peer. Con- 
tinuing, ho said: 

Ho abhorred tbe Pharliee and loathed all 
fraud. He hail a prulound avorslon f.,r those 
who insist on putting base motives back of the 
good deeds of others. Ho wore no mask, 
lie knew his frlendst hi! encmiea knew 
h m. Uo hod oo patience with pre- 
tense, with patriotlo reason! for un- 
manly acts. He did hli work and bravely 
spoke htt thought Scniltivo to tbe last 
degree, he keenly felt the blows and slabs of 
the etiviuu! anil obscure, of the amalloit of 
Ihe weakest. but the greatest could not drive 
him from conviction ■ Held. He would not 
sloop to ask or give an explanation. Ho lelt 
bis words and deed! to Justlly themselves He 
held in light esteem n friend who heard with 
half believing oars the ilandcr or a foe. He 
walUod a highway of his own, and kept the 
company ol his self respect He would not turn 
ushlo lo avoid a foe, to greet or gain a friend. In 
his nature there was no compromise. To him 
there were but two paths— the rlgbt aud wrong. 
Ho was maligned, misrepresented aad misun- 
derstood, but ho would not answer. He knew 
that eharactor speaks louder far thua any 
words. Ho wat at silent then at be is now, and 
hit silence, l etter than any form ol speech, ro- 
fut 'd every charge. 

He was an American— proud or his country, 
that was and ever will be proud ot him. Ho did 
not llnd pertectlon only in other lauds. He did 
not grow small and ihrunkon. withered and 
apologetic in the pretence ol thoic upon whom 
greatness had been thrust by chance. He eonld 
not be overawed by Dukes or Lords, nor flattered 
into vertebratelcss subserviency by the patron 
lz ng smtlci of Kings In tho midst or conven- 
tionalities be had the feeling of suffocation. 
Hu believed In the ruyaity of man. In the sov- 
ereignly of tbo citizen, and in the matchle!! 
grcatnoi! of tbla republic. He wui of Iho 
cliui'.c mold— a figure from the antique world. 
Ho hud the poie of the great statues, tbe pride 
and liearlng ot tho intellectual Greek, of the 
conquering Roman, and ho stood in tbe wide, 
free air at though within his veins there flowed 
the blood of a hundred Kings 

As he lived he died. Proudly he entered the 
darkness— or tho dawn— that we call death. 
Unshrinkingly he passed beyond our horizon, 
beyond the twilight's purple hills, beyond the ut- 
most reach or human harm or help, tu that 
vast rcnlm of silence or of Joy where the Innu- 
merable dwell, and ho has left with us hi! 
w-cullh or thought und deed— tho memory or a 
brave, imperious, honest man, who bowed 
alone to death.

Governor Gray recognized them qualities, and 
toon niter the adjournment In 1IWT he appointed 
Gorden!ono ol tho trustees of the State Instilu 
tion for tho Blind, to succeed Howard ilriggs, of 
this city. Tw-o weeks ago he was unanimously 
eloctod chairman of tho Democratic State 
Central Commltloc, a position for which ho 
was specially adapted, as ho was a thorough 
organizer und one of the moil popular Donio- 
crnts in the State.l

FARM AND FIRESIDE. 

— If the In ti- are inclined to pull 
feather*. t'i\e tlinra a little raw salt 
po rk. Whenever a fowl la killed for 
the table or market, let them haro the 
feathers to eat. 

— Farmera' Cake: Take ono cap of 
angar, one cup of sour cream, two amall 
clips.. f flour, nnoogg and one teaspoon 
of Koda ditsolvod in warm water and 
tuirred in last \ery briskly. Klavor 
with nutmeg. 

— Oatmeal Cookies: One cup ol 
sugar, two oggs, one cup of flour, one 
cup of cold boiled oatmeal, one tea- 
sp ."li of soda, two teaspoons of cream 
tartar, one tablespoon of butler; roll 
thin and bake in a ipiick oven. 

—Meat Salad: Chop lino one or two 
pounds of corned beef, then take two- 
thirds of a cup of vinegar, ono tnblc- 
spoonfiil of sugar and one c;g. Heat 
all together and jiour into a frying-pan 
and let boil; I lien pour into a dish to 
mold. Serve in slices when cold. 

— Pruning when dormant tends to 
impart vigor; but it dono when grow- 
ing or in loaf it checks growth, and 
therefore a feeble tree should noror fat 
pruned after growth commencos in the 
spring. But healthy, strong growers 
may l»o lightly pruned at either season. 

—Chocolate Meringue: Boll ono pint 
of rich milk, add half a teacup of butter, 
one teacup of sugar and three ounces of 
grated chocolate; If. it boil, and when 
cool add the wltitos of four egijs; pour 
this in a pudding, dish lined with slices 
of sponge cake and bake; coyer with 
meringue aud let it brown. Kat with 
lomon sauce. 

— Sheep should bo assorted into a 
tttfBeieet niiinlierof IliR'ks Ui enable the 
keeping of each grade soparat ) — that is. 
tho lambs, the old and weak sheep, the 
btnodlllg ewes and the big wethers 
should lie kept in separate flocks This 
would give each grade an eipial chance, 
and Iho sheep would do bettor in con- 

■eqneaoe, 

— Lemon Tarts: Line pans with 
paste. S<|tioo7.o tho juice from four 
lemons, grato the rind of two; add the 
yolks of six eggs and the whites of two; 
adil a pou:id of granulate, 1 sugar; placo 
in a small pan or a kollle of boiling 
water; stir until athiek paste is formed. 
Kill the shells and bake in a <pilck oren. 
Covor with meringue and sot in tho 
stove three minutes. 

—Increasing demand for joo/l butter 
with the certainty of its continuance, is 
the best assurance a farmer can get for 
ongaging in dairying. It alao gives 
steady employment throughout the 
year, is a constant sottrco of income, 
rapidly enriches tho soil, may bn car- 
ried on wilh small capital, and i< prof- 
itable on high-priced land. — Prairie 
farmer. 

— Farmers must realize that they can 
not expect lo reap a rich harvest unless 
the crop is supplied with feeding ma* 
torial from the soil in which the seed is 
planted. How each one's particular 
soil is to lie fed in tho best find most 
economical manner is a question for in- 
dividual determination. Farm ma- 
nures are always reliable and should 
bethu main dependence, supplemuiitary 
wilh special fertilizers. 

— Do not put even the knife blades 
into boiling water, as the heat of the 
metal may uause the shank to expand 
and crae* the handle. Set the knife 
blades down in a littlo pitcher with 
warm water until you arc ready to 
wash and dry them. Merely wipe the 
handles with a damp cloth. After dry- 
ing the blades rub on a lit lie powdered 
rollcii atone, moistened to a paste with 
a few drops of water, and jxilislt with 
a clean, soft cloth. In this way they 
will not want cloaning evory day on a 
board or in a machine, both of which 
processes wear the Mad-- very much. 

CROPS AND PROFITS. 

Decrease, the Average anil increase the 
Yield Ihe Secret of Me M M. 

There is hut littlo qttestloa that in 
raising small crops farmers lose tho' 
larger part of the proilte that might 
bo sucitrod. Tim raising of a crop of 
wheat that only yields tun bushels, c ; ui 
hardly lie made to pay expenses, if in- 
dued it does not prove a loss, whilo if 
the yield is increased lo twenty biltbell 
tier acre a fair protit may be realized. 
This nobis good wilh nearly all kinds 
of farm products. To this, may be 
added the fact that small yields almost 
iiiTariably imply low quality, tend thin 
in turn generally means low prices that 
still further cttl down the profit*. If a 
certain iiumbL'r of bushels are neces- 
sary to pay running exponsos in rais- 
ing tho crop for market, the diiTurence 
of a comparatively small quantity in 
the yield and quality will make the 
difference between raising the crop at 
a profit or suffering a loss. 

In a majority of cases a butler result 
can bo secured if we are more careful 
to make thu soil richer; to properly 
prepare in a good tillable condition; to 
use the bust quality of scud and to give 
more thorough cultivation. Each ol 
theso effect tho yield and the quality 
moro or less, and if all are given in a 
thorough manner, it. will only be in ex- 
ceptional cases, When a Hullluiniitly 
larger yield will not bo secured to 
mnku tho crop profitable. 

in very many casus tho work of pre- 
paring the land, securing tho seed, 
planting and cultivating, is very little 
loss w hen a small yield is secured than 
It is with a good crop, anil oftun a 
small amount of additional work will 
very materially increase tho yield. 

A littlo more time spent in harrow- 
ing, or an additional working with the 
eul ti vator. will often make a consider- 
ablu difference in the yield; i -otter a 
loss acreage of almost any crop, with a 
thorough preparation of tho soil, care- 
ful seeding in good season, and with 
thorough cultivation given nt tbe right 
time and in a proper 'manner, than n 
larger acreage less thoroughly pre- 
pared and less Oare tiikun in tho celoc- 
tion and planting of the sued, and 
with the cultivation less thorough, 
it is an important item with all 
crops to have the seed sown in 
good season. But when you are at- 
tempting to plant a larger acreage than 
Viitt can be able to properly manage, 
there is considerable risk of at least it 
portion not being plant -.1 as it should 
be. Decrease thu acrcngu and increu-e 
the yield, will in a great majority of 
eases increaso tho profit.— tarn, i'lci l 
and Stockman. 



ABOUT CHEWING-GUM. 

Ill Origin aad Growth of What Is Now » 
Ureal Industry. 

In tho school days of the present 
generation of business mon tho article 
of chewing gum on salo was chiefly a 
vilo ci. nip., mi. I of wax and resinous 
substance. Now it is almost solely 
composed of tho sap of a species of 
rubber tree manufactured in various 
attractive forms, and standing so high 
in popular favor that it has been recom- 
mended by prominent physicians as an 
aid to digestion and euro of dyspepsia. 
Its sale, it is said, has increased in this 
country to . tho extent that where 10 
cents' worth of chew ing gum was sold 
twenty years ago, $10 worth is sold to- 
ajny. 

The man of. -i.-t tire of tho gum Is an 
American industry. The last Kuglish 
wax gum manufactured -a Liverpool 
ooiifcrtiuncr who sold a species of 
chewable parafllne stun"— recently got 
in trouble in tho courts on account of 
it* ingredients and went entirely out of 
the business. Tho article from which 
the present popular varieties of gum 
nre manufactured is the sap of the Chl- 
coJit|H>rti tree, grown in Mexico, the 
first of which was brought to this city 
very shortly nfter the close of the war. 
The discoverer endeavored for three 
or four years to find a market for the 
article in ordinary commercial lines, bill 
was entirely unsuccessful, its pcctilini 
properties rendering it, from one rea- 
son or another, Inadmiasahle iu an) 
branch of rubber manufacture at a 
profitable price. It was then that the 
idea of utilizing it for chowing was 
first originated. Now there are about 
1,600.000 pounds per year of the rav* 
gum Imported from Mcxieo, and Un- 
original authors of tho manufacture 
claim to use three-quarters of that 
(fiautity tc their big factory in Brook- 
lyn, the balance laing divided among 
some twenty-live or thirty smaller con- 
cerns throughout the country. 

Tho gum is collocted In Mexico In 
much the same fashion as butler ami 
egg nre through Ihe country here. It 
is brought in In chunks and bought by 
tho pound, representing a trade of 
nearly tVHJO.OOO per year to the native 
i-olleclor.s. As the gum trees lieeotue 
depleted.new tracts of trees producing 
the same quality of gum have to lie 
discovered, and for th s piir|»o»e a sal- 
aried explorer, who is a botanist. Is 
kopt almost constantly on the move — 
•V. 1'. Omwu-re at AJvcrtitcr. 



INKS OF ALL COLORS. 

How Writing Klalrii Are Made In Am.rlran 
Laboratories. 

Ink is vntlously composed, accord- 
ing to Ihe purposes to which it is to 
be applied. Common writing ink is 
tho pertannate of iron, mixed wilh n 
littlo gallate, held In suspension in 
wnter by means of gum or somo other 
adhering substance. Thu gum also 
preserves the ink from licing too fluid 
and also serves to protect tho vegeta- 
ble matter from decomposition. 

ltluc ink hna of lato years been much 
in demand. The coloring matter is 
said to lie sulphate of indigo and tinct- 
ure of iron, or. according to another 
reelpei Prussian blue dissolved 111 wa- 
ter by means of oxalic acid. Red ink 
is usually made by boiling in the pro- 
portlon of two ounces of Brazil wood 
iu a pint of water for alxiut a quarter 
of an hour, and adding a little gum 
and water. This ink is not in demand 
now, carmine having Mipcrscilcd it; 
this color is attained by a solution of 
carmine and ammonia, also adding 
gum. The grcnt merit of our com- 
mon writing ink is in the freedom 
wilh which it flows from the pen, 
allowing of rapid writing, and 
the manner in which it bites 
into the paper, so as not to lie removed 
by s|Hinging. The great defect is in 
the want of durability. Such inks par- 
take of the nature uf dyes. The writ- 
ing ink of the nnrients. on the con- 
trary, is characterized by groat perma- 
nency; its bea'l was finely divided 
charcoal mixed with some mucilagi- 
nous or a, lh. -i v.- fluid. India ink is of 
this character; it is formed of lamp- 
black and RUlmfri glue, with the addi- 
tion of perfumes, not necessary how- 
ever, to its use ns an ink. and is made 
up into cakes. It is used in China with 
a brush, both for writing and painting 
upon Chinese paper, and it is used in 
this country for making drawings in 
black an. I while, the different depths 
of ibadi being prod tired by varying 
tho dilution with water. 

"Writing ink," said a prominent 
manufacturer, "is now made iu largo 
quantities in New York, and whereas 
in the past we used to import largely, 
wo now export to almost every conn* 
try."— iV. T. Mail and Ei/.rcst.
